1 foz allaping the pꝛeſent diſtempers ſchich the indiſpolltion of the 
ime hath contracted; The Kings Majeſty ( accozding to Bis Decla- 
vation of the five and twentieth of October, one thouſand ſir hundzed 
and ftrtp) granted His Commiſſion under the great Deal of England, 
to ſeberai Biſhops and other Divines, to re-view the Book of Com- 
mon Þ2aper , and to pzepare ſach Alterations and Addittons as they 
thought fic to offer; And afterwards the Convocattons of both the 
P2ovinces of Canterbury and Vork, being by His — — called and 
allembled (and now ſitting) Pis Majeſty bath been pleaſed to Authozize 
and require the Pzeſidents of the ſaid Convocattons, and other the 
Biſdops and Clergy of the ſame, to re-view the ſaiv Book of Common 
P r. and the Book of the Fozm and manner of the Making and 
onſecrating of Bthops, Pꝛieſts and Deacons ; And that after ma- 
ture conſideration, they ſhonld make ſach Additions and Alterations

kully appꝛobed and allowed the ſame ; and recommended to this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent Parliament, that the ſaid Books of Common P2aper, and of the 
Fozm of Dadination and Conſecration of Bi » Pateſts, and Dea- 
cons, with the Alterations and Additions which been ſo 
pꝛeſented to Bis Majefty by the ſaid Convocations, be which 
Hall be appointed to be uſed by all that Dfficiate Catbedzal and 
Collegiate Churches and C s, and in all Chappels of Colledges 
and Halls in both the Unt es, and the Colledges of Eaton and.
